Ho Bald tho native-born Americans 
were going without employment In 
many ca^oa because aliens were on 
the payrolls. 

A great number of these aliens have 
been In the United States Tnauy years 
longer than the . normal time re- 
quired for citizenship; but they have 
aover so much as taken out tholr ilrst 
papers, Mr. Pobrnmn revealed. Hd 
urged the immediate purging of rollsf 
rolls of aliens and to send them bock 
to the country from which they camo 
If they cannot produce citlzenshit) 
papers at once. 

.Send Them Homo 

"Our country has been good enough 
*or these aliens when it provides them 
4 better living than they could get In 
thori own country. And It Id cer- 
tainly long past time they were cltt> 
Q reus of our country. If they are not 
^.- now clllzens they should be deporteU 
to the country where they belong and 
let that country worry about feeding 
and clothing than if they are on our 
relief rolls. Not one of these aliens 
has the right to remain In our com- 
munities," the speaker said. 

Tho former Legion commander 
strejised the Importance of citizenship 
and explained the meaning of Amer- 
icanism to tho audience.

First Christmas Seal 
Sold in United States 
Twenty-Eight Years Ago 

The first Christmas seal -was. not 
Sold In the United States, until 1907. 
In that year Jacob lUls, a Hoclal work- 
er, received from his native Denmark 
a letter "bearing an extra stamp of 
curious design. Inquiring, ho found 
it was a Ohrlstmas seal. Later he 
■wrote an article about (t for the mag- 
azine, "Outlook." 

Ono of the magazine's readers, Miss 
Bmlly p. BIflsell of Wilmington. Dela- 
ware, was Interested In a small tuber- 
culosis hospital which was badly In 
need of funds. She saw Immediately 
how she could adapt tho tuborciloals 
seal Idea to her own problem. Wl'.h 
tho aid of a local newspaper, iihe 
sponsored the first American aah) and 
realized 93.000 for her hospital.' 

From then on the Chrlslmuii seal 
rapidly became a natlon-wide enter- 
prise. Shaha'n said, in. 1910 coming 
.under tho liianagement of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association. Since 
1919 it has carried the red double- 
barred cross, International embl'jm of 
tho crusade against tuberculosis.

Never Cooked on Stove

WHEN Benjamin Franklin, at 
the age of seventy, reached 
Prance as America's first "trood- 
will ambassador", the Old World 
saw in his energetic, versatile 
nnd charming personality a sym- 
bol of the new nation. 

He still seems representative 
of all that is best in American 
character. Statesman, diplomat, 
futhor, scientist, inventor and 
fhilosophcr, Franklin excelled in 
each of these high callings. Little 
i/onder. therefore, that his image 
is 80 deeply impressed on our 
national memory, and tangible 
\ncmorinl3 to his genius are 
found in almost every city of 
our land. 

Born humbly In Boston, 
Franklin reached tho heights of 
achievement and world-wide es- 
teem in eighty-four years of de- 
voted htbors, His simple, lusty, 
fun-loving character touched the 
American imagination, so that 
tH6 sight of hia wise and deeply 
human face on some public 
SQuaro, in the tangle nnd turmoil 
ox a modem city, ia heart-warm- 
ing— like meeting an old irlcndl 



By the age oT forty-two Frank- 
lin had won fame through his 
"Poor Richard's Almanac*'— still 
quoted after two centuries! ile 
retired to his avocation, scientific 
research, making his memorable 
experiments with electricity nnd 
developing the lightning rod, the 
Franklin stove, bifocal glasses 
and other inventions. 

But his country'ji need soon 
drew him into political life. His 
place among the fathers of our 
Republic is clear from the fact 
that he was the only signer of all 
four of the great documents that 
launched the American Republic 
—the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, the Constitution, the Treaty 
of Alliance with France and the 
Treaty of Peace with England. 

The memorial pictured above 
is one of scores throughout tho 
country. It stands in Boston. The 
city in which Franklin rose from 
printer's devil to fame,. Phila- 
delphia, is the place of his buriaL

Not only do men out west grow big 
physically but they grow mentally ac 
well. The greatness of Kansas City, 
Its wide-awake Chamber of Coni-

^V; "lent of Tho Royal Uvestock Show 
are equally Inspiring to any young 
man who may vlsU that city during 
the American Royal.

As we crosjied the Mlsao'rl rlv«r. 

It appeared very muddy and I renllzotl 

then where tho upper surface soils of 

that section wero going. 

Missouri muat bend every effort 

r to atop erosion by building dams. 

;■> practicing dIfTerent tillage methods, 

terracing, and aoedlng to aod. 

In Kansas City, I was taken on a 
tonr with other mombora of The Fn- 
turo Farmers of America. I could not 
resist marveling at the Immensity of 
tho city and tho way It was planned. 
Business district, manutaeturlug ace- 
tlon, residential estates, the stock 
yards-T-al! were in their proper netting 
and nowhere was thero any conges- 
tion. 

Big men with big brains na'.arully 
do big things In a big way, anj lo it 
ia In Kansas City, where city plan- 
ning, big buildings and largo outer- 
prises are In evidence wborevor you 
look. The way tho Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerc'o entertained uh.
